Johnson, an instrumen- 
tal music teacher at the 
school for two years, is ac- 
cused of attacking Marty 
during a band practice 
session at the school on 
Jan. 27.

Danger of High Blood Pressure 
Cited By Heart Fund Drive Aide 


“Almost everyone knows © 

someone who. has high 
blood pressure. Many of us 
have it ourselves. But few 
of us are aware of its sign- 
ificance,'"' says Albert 
Hawkins, East Area Heart 
Sunday chairman. 
Te. dectors,. hyperten- 
sion, the-medical term for 
high blood pressure, is a 
silent killer. Since it has no 
usual symptoms, most of 
its-victims don't know they 
have it. If left untreated, 
hypertension can take 
years off a person's life 
and_can cause heart attack 
and_ stroke,” he. said. 

High blood pressure stilt 
remains a medical mystery 
to researchers; in 90 per 
cent of all cases, doctors 
can't pinpoint the cause. 

The American Heart 
Association estimates that . 
23 million Americans have 
this silent and mysterious 
“disease. Of that number, 
only half of all the hy er- 
tension victims know they 
have it. Surveys have in- 
dicated that only 10 to 20 
per cent of the population 
with high blood pressure 
receives adequate treat- 
ment. 

Eunice Foster; wormeast 
Area Chairlady, added that 
in Ohio last year, more 
than 1,597,000 persons 
were victims of high blood 
pressure.

One of the first black 
coaches to throw his hat in 
the ring for Taylor’s job is 
Ben Waterman. Waterman 
has been Taylor's assistant 
coach since Oct."1, 1970, 
following his outstanding 
record at Dayton Dunbar.

While as—a_nation--we—are- spending 
valuable time fighting over 


desegregating our schools by busing or 
otherwise, it seems that what we really 
need to do, is to fight for quality 
education for both Blacks and whites. 
For if we are to learn anything from the 
studies by the National Advisory Council 
on Adult Education, both Blacks and 
whites are fighting on the wrong 
educational front.

Blacks Need New Ideas 


Have we properly assessed the black 
condition in America today? This might be 
a strange question to ask. But, a new 
assessment or reassessment or some sort 
of reappraisal is in order in the mid-70's to 
plot and design a strategy and action for 
survival and stability in the future. 

| think we must abandon some of the old 
ideas and conceptual frame-work from 
which we have been operating. Something 
is terribly wrong with us. Today we seem 
to be lurking in silence, acting in great 
puzzlement, undecided which way to turn 
in our struggle for liberation. All the old 
rhetoric about liberation has faded away. 
And much of what we had hoped for has 
been despaired. What do we know? 
Where do we go from here? 

We may not truly know or understand 
the dynamics of our condition today. 
Believe it or not, there is now a global 
effort on the part of the global white world 
to secure and retain its dominance over 
the non-white world or third world 
peoples, This dominance is manifested in 
new terms. For the past several decades 
and since the beginning of the cold war 
period, global conflict. was defined in 
terms of the West and the East. It was 
defined in terms of the “capitalist” world 
versus the “communist'’ world.“ 

It really was a conflict among the white 
Europeans and their decendants who lived 
in America, the West. It was a battle 
between various economic, political 
ideologies within the global white world. 
But today, the global conflict is no longer 
defined in terms of capitalism versus 
communism. It is now defined as a 
struggle between the Nosth and the South. 
It is a conflict between the North white 
minority and the South Non-white 
majority. Therefore, the struggle is 


between the white and third world 
peoples. 
Already we have seen the white global 


minority world making efforts to unite, to 
retain white domination over the entire 
world. It is no accident that detente has 
been established between the United 
States and the Soviet Union; it is no 
accident that the United States is sending 
wheat to the Soviet Union. The entire 
global white minority world is now forming 
all kinds of strange coalitions and 
alliances in order to abate the rise of Third 
World people. 

The United States of America is making 
friends with its once enemy, the Soviet 


Union. Yet it continues to ignore, through 
its policy of benign neglect, the conditions 
ot millions of black Americans. There are 
over 3 million black Americans who are 
unemployed and many more under- 
onploved. This is a condition which is 
purposefully allowed to exist in order to 
maintain white domination over black 
Americans and even Third World peoples. 

It is no accident that the United States 
surreptiously joined the South Africans in 
their efforts to affect the outcome of the 
Angolan civil war. It is no accident that the 
United States is dabbling around along 
the border between Angola and Zaire to 
stir up another crisis tantamount to Viet 
Nam, thus giving the United States an 
excuse to send more ns to a certain 
faction in Angola and to help defeat the - 
MPLA (Popular movement for the libera- 
tion of Angola). 

We can now assess our condition in 
America from this new conceptual frame- 
work that is based upon the new realities 
and dynamics of the entire global scene. 
We cannot look at our situation simply 


Almost every black American has, at 
one time or another in his life, come 
face-to-face with this fact: he and his loved 
ones sre more prone to high blood pressure 
than white Americans.

Most American blacks will pay - little 
attention to the announcement made last 
week that Daniel P. Moynihan has 
resigned his post as U.S. Representative 
to the United Nations, but those who do 
will not be surprised to learn that this 
brash, _loud-talking sociologist-school 
teacher, has hada change of mind, 
dictated by his own sense of priorities and 
his own ego. 

Studious blacks first became 
acquainted with Moynihan through his 
report on the Negro family, which he 
described as largely dominated by 
females. The resentment this aroused 
among black males, was partly diluted 
because the paper served to bring into 
national focus some of the problems of a 
critical social problem, and at the time, 
Moynihan urged the then liberal 
Democratic administration to take action 
to alleviate some:of the distress disclosed. 


But, Under the subsequent Nixon 


administration, Moynihan changed 
directions; and his exhortation to “benign 
neglect” is believed to have had great 
influence on Richard Nixon in his 
decision to sweep black problems under 
the rug, on the premise that blacks had 
already shown tremendous _— during 
the 60s, and ought to be left to shift for 


themselves. 
Thus, the Nixon policies, with 
Moynihan’s approval accepted a measure 


of unemployment as a cornerstone of his 
policy to curb inflation, and an excuse for 
emasculating as many of the social action 
programs that had been instituted under 
the Kennedy and Johnson administrations.

“the stranglehold that whites and tndians 
had on the economy of his.country, was 
the author of sweeping measures to drive 
most of them out of his country. 

if this observation makes Prof. 
Moynihan some kind of a chameleon (a 
fickle or changeable person) that is 
exactly what we have set out to do. His 
ability to change from liberal to 
conservative in accordance with the 
Philosophy of his masters, has been quite 
extraordinary. 

Whether he goes back to Harvard as a 
professor, or throws’ his hat into the ring 
as a candidate for the Senate to replace 
Sen.

had ended. But when a tragic incident occurred In 
Columbus a couple of weeks ago, the three-term 
Toledo lawmaker felt compelied to take on the role of 
a Good Samaritan. 

The Good Samaritan law provides: that if anyone Is 
killed while attempting to assist the victim of a crime, 
their survivors would be entitled to compensation 


High Schoo! auto-shop teacher was shot to death 
while attempting to prevent the robbery of a cafeteria 
manager at the school, said he would recommend 
payment of up to $10,000 to Peters’ family by the state 
court of olaims. 

Donald E. Banks, allegedly turned his gun on 
Peter after he shot 56 year old Ellen Graham in a re- 
puted robbery on the parking lot of the school. She 
was not seriously hurt. Banks was charged with 
aggravated murder and felonious assault. 

Jones, noting that this is the first case to come un- 
der the law since its enactment last June, said he is 

lad that Peters’ gpl family will have additional 

nancial recourse under law to partially compensate 
for their tragic ‘loss. 

The fatal shooting of a man who was going to the 
rescue of a robbery victim Bi the gates of a Toledo 
steel plant in 1969, prompted Jones to introduce the 
Good Samaritan measure, he said. 

Incidentally, Jones, one of the nine black House 


. members, has been the target of some facetious prod- 


ding by colleagues for the past couple of weeks. 
Jones, it seems, slipped and fell on the icy parking lot 
of the House, causing a painful injury. 

His tormentors, recalling that Senator Anthony 
Calabrese, (D-Cleveland) suffered a similar accident 
on the Senate parking lot and has collected better 
than $10,000 in Industrial Commission Disability 
claims.

Lester Granger, Unsung Hero 


When Lester Granger died early in January, little at- 
tention was paid to the event and while some older 
people ‘vaguely recalled the name; others knew 
nothing about the man and what he stood for. 

That in itself tells us something about the shameful 
way-contributors to our achievements and our 
heritage are shunted aside and forgotten, even in 
their lifetimes, in the constant pursuit for new and 
ever more exotic people and issues. 

It is especially important, then, that we take advan- 
tage of the Black History Week celebrations to recall 
not only Lester Granger's contributions, but those of 
other unsung black heroes, men and women who not 
only survived the days of blatant racist oppression, 
but led the fight whose benficiaries we all are :. 

And the fact that this is the Bicentennial year makes 
it all the more important for the Lester Grangers of 
our history to be brought out of the unfair obscurity of 
the past. and restored to their rightful place in our 
nation’s history. : 

Granger was executive director of the National Ur- 
ban League for twenty of the stormiest years in our 
history, from 1941 to; 1961. He presided over that 
agency through a World War, the desegregation of the 

‘ $68, the Korean War, and-the beginnings-ot- 
the southern civil rights movement, and he did it with 
distinction. 

In the 1930s. when all unions were suspect and 
blacks were prevented from joining them both by 
racists who refused to integrate their unions and by’ 
local forces that tried to-stop: blacks from organizing 
anything themselves, Granger led the fight for 
unionization of black labor. 

Through the Urban League's Workers’ Council 
movement he directed, he recruited black workers to 
join unions and if white unionists refused them mem- 
bership, to set up union locals of their own. Often 
such work meant risking his life 

When war loomed, he was one of the key meri who 
backed Phil Randolph's plans for March on 
Washington, leading to an executive order opening 
defense plants to black workers And when war came, 
he helped set up placement programs that got blacks 
into those defense jobs. 

One of his big targets was military segregation. 
How many young people today know that blacks were 


segregated into separate units up to the Korean War © 


in the early 50s? It.was largely through Granger's ef- 
forts that the armed forces became integrated; in 1945 
he conducted a personal study for the secretary of the 
Navy that resulted in breaking dowrt racial barriers in 
that service. 

When the Supreme Court ruled school segregation 
unconstitutional, Granger loudly backad the decision, 
ge down upon his organization the full wrath of 
the frustrated southern segregationiets whose locally 
powerful proadtires resulted in a od oy of funds 
for some local Leagues. But Granger held firm and 
the_organization_weathered. the storm... 

He took over a debt nm \Wrban League and 
shepherded it through one of the most unstable 
periods in American history. At the end of his reign 
the League was stronger and more solidly entrenched 
than ever before, and black people had made 
significant advances, at least. in some small part 
through his efforts. 

Men like Lester Granger must not be permitted to 

: fade into obscurity. Older leaders like Walter White of 
the NAACP, the still-active A. Philip Randolph, Mary 
McLeod Bethune, Paul Robeson, and a host of others 
of Rasa (age ee must have their weno al in the 
schools, in. churches.and syn at civic 
meetings at all times and not oni on Black History 
Week. celebrations. denfes 

Lester Granger once cietined black goals as “the 
right to work, the right to vote, the right to physical 
safety and the right to clignity and se ." The 
struggle for those goals is still with us, and by 
keeping the memory of Lester Gran and the 
multitude of other unsiing black heroes us, we 
have -a.better chance “of fulfilling thode goals.

‘UNCF Goal *175,000In 


Bicentennial '76 Drive 


Representing its greatest 
leap forward to date, the 
United ae College 
Fund (UNCF) of Central 
Ohio set a $175,000 goal 
for its Bicentennial Year 
Célebration campaign. The 
UNCF Advisory Board met 
recently and set the 
amount and confirmed 
Maj. Gen. Hugh R. Higgins, 
USA, as chairman of the 
‘76 drive. 

The $175,000 goal 
represents a 30 percent 
greater bulge in. local 
campaign efforts. But the 
increase is well merited. 

Speaking before the 41- 
member board, Gen. 
Higgins, who “is the 
commander of the Defense 
Construction Supply 
Center (OCSC), reminded 
the UNCF leadership: 

“There isn't a better time 
than now to further the 
efforts of these 41 private 
and predominantly black 
colleges and universities 
who are providing 
education opportunities for 
48,000 dedicated and 
extremely talented young 
people. 

“If the increased figure 
disturbs . me -at all, it's 
because | don't think it's 


high enough. 

Gen. Higgins is a native 
of Columbus, having 
graduated from Columbus 
North High School and 
Ohio. State University. The 

eneral returned. to 

lumbus ijn April of last 
year to assume command 
of the center that employs 
nearly 5000 people. 

The Advisory Board met 
the challenge of the new 
goal by a_ personal 
commitment of a Fund 
donation. Robert Lazarus 
Jr., board chairman and 
member of the national 


UNCF Board, set the tone 
by making the first 
commitment. 


The ‘76 campaign is 
divided into five areas, with 
dollar amounts set for each 
area. 

Heading the list in total 
monies is Foundations, 
with a $49,000 goal. 
Individual contributions 
target is $35,000; special 
events, $20,000 and 
organized groups, such as 
churches, government, 
schools, unions ‘and 
social-service clubs, 
$20,000. 

However, the largest 
fund increase effort zeroes 
in on the Central Ohio 
corporations that...con- 
tributed about $35,000 
last year. The big industrial 
and business firms are 
expected to contribute 
$45,000 this year, mainly as

Organized in Columbus 
in 1935, the group of 
teenage girls formed the 
club with an idea of doing 
and civic 
work. They called 
themselves the ‘Brown 
Bombers” in honor of the 


then black World 
Heavyweight Champion, 
Joe Louis, who was 


epitomized as the “Brown 
Bomber.” 

Eleven years later, club 
members reluctantly but 
mutually agreed to change 
the ~ name of the 
organization to the 
Cupidettes. After filing a 
request with the state of 
Ohio for corporation, the 
club recei its charter 
Aug. 8, 1946, and gained 
the exclusive use of the 
name Cupidettes Club, Inc.

Although organized 
initially as a social club, 
the Cupidettes were skillful 
in planning events which 
served as fund-raisers for 
their charitable acts. 

The club was able to 
secure a lifetime 
mémmbership to the NAACP 
with money earned from 
the club's first “Hobo Hop” 
about 15 years ~ ago, 
according to club member 
Rosebu Brown.
